HISTORIGAL ANDOVER, 


No. 103. 


Jenking of Malden. 


The earliest character in history, 
whose name at all resembles that of 
the ancient line of Jenkins was 
Jenghis Khan, the great Mongol Em- 


peror, who flourished between 1162 
and 1227. But the English Jenkins 
was no evolution from a Tartar. As 


early as 1612 the family had begun to 
raise Oxford Theologians, and Greek 
Professors follow in the modern Eng- 
lish lines with a celebrated water color 
artist, and in latest days, Edward Jen- 
kins, the well known author, who was 
born in India of Canadian parentage, is 
an English lawyer and a Scotch poli- 
tician. From «The Epistles of Jude” 
to “Ginx’s Baby,” the Jenkins tribe of 
England appear to handle their work 


well. ‘An Exeter Jenkins, born: 1820; 
was President of the Wesleyan 
Missions, and travelled over India, 


China, and, Japan, establishing stations, 
just now ‘being operated by Boxers. 
In the reign of Charles I], Lieut. Jen- 
kins is upon our state Archives, as the 
King’s publisher, who posts the papers 
emanating from the court “in publick 
places,” and in 1684, — his majesty’s 
letter is read in open court by | Sir 
Lionel Jenkins. Long before this, 
Lower Norfolk County, Virginia, be- 
tween 1642 and 1652, received John, 
James and Alice “Ginkins,”’ who had 
come to find fortune in the new world; 
while at Scituate, about 1643, we find 
Edward, and to Plymouth and Barn- 
stable comes John, possibly the same 
who started in Virginia. In Braintree, 
we get Joel Jenkins whom I have 
chosen as head of the line now repre- 
sented in Andover. Winthrop men- 
tions an earlier man than this’ group, 
who came in 1630, who was probably 
Reginald of Dorchester. He went 
down to Cape Porpoise (Kennebunk- 
port), and with an Indian guide pene- 
trated the forest for trade, and was 
killed while sleeping in a wigwam, and 
his stolen goods afterwards recovered 
by heirs. There were other odds and 
ends over the settlements, showing .a 
good sized family in the old country 
and several officers of high rank came 
to America to fight in the French Wars 
between 1756 and 1763 of his name. 
1Joel of Braintree—freeman of 1646 
—for lack of time, I have neglected 
somewhat, but hope to add a little to 
his record in another paper on Wil- 
mington settlers in Andover. He 
moved to Malden before 1657, and 
died there’ in the home of his 
son 2Ezekiel, who probably lived on 
the homeplace, though not fully veri 
tied yet. As far as found his children 
include *Joel of Reading, who died 
childless, and left most of the estate to 
a widow Mary (Chadwick) in 1748. He 
was apparently the latest survivor of 
the elders of the family. He mentions 
in the will, the lands he bought of 
Capt. Samuel Brooks, a house of Sam- 
uel Foster and other lots from the 
Westons. With a liberal amount of 
cash and moyvyeables, the brothers and 
sisters take the rest, but the estate 
seems a large one, 598£, and he had 
belped the grand) nephews by lending 


money freely. The whole Jenkins 
line are highly favored by legacies 


from childless uncles. ~ William Gould 
dug his grave and our border man 
Jabez Hayward was constable that year 
and the estaté lay in North Reading. 
*Kzekiel of Malden left no children 
but a most unique will in 1705. The 
poor fellow was evidently a cripple 
from youth. He speaks of Sarah the 
dearly beloved wife—«for her great 
love and condescension in accepting my 
person” before marriage “and _ still 
likely to continue in’ this state for life 
under a solemn providential dispensa- 
tion of God that he cannot go abroad— 
nor stand upon his legges—her loving 
care and tenderness—feet to the lame 
—help to the helpless, and a virtuous 
woman, she hath been a crown unto 
her husband.” He acknowledges the 
due respect and great care “towards 
my aged father in his long time of 
weakness before his death’ showing 
that Joel, the ancestor died with his 
son #Ezekiel, the poor invalid, and out- 
living his wife for long years perhaps. 
So he manifests his love to Sarah by 
giving all houses and lands to her for 
life and a corner lot to sell, and: all 
house goods, save one feather bed out- 
fitand a cow and heifer, which is to 
go to his only daughter Mary for her 
encouragement — In the way of duty. 
“My dear and tender daughter Mary— 
Nette—Pole— (illegible) over whom L 
have had a parental care (step daugh- 
ter very likely.) She hath been a 
cheerful, willing and obedient child, 
persevering in duty continually—feet 
to the lame’’—here the scrivener inter- 
rupts unbeknown to poor Ezekiel with 
“ete. ete.” which one seldom sees ina 
law paper) After getting in more 
eulogy, quoting “Many daughters have 
done virtucusly but thou excellest 
them all” the lawyer finally pins him 
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down to-the legacy. She is to have all 
after Sarah is dead. This picture of 
the two feeble men, father and son, 
tenderly cared for by the wife and 
step daughter, and the long shut in 
years ending in the excitement of 
alienating the estate from the natural 
heirs to reward the good women is all 
in the illegible old document, so feebly 
signed in 1705. The burden of help- 
less manhood cheered and supported 
by devoted womanhood is still in sight 
on our end of the. line—and may all 
the latest as well as the earliest suf- 
ferers “in the soelemn dispensations” 
never lack the tenderness Ezekiel 


‘valued so highly. 


His brother“ Lemuel Jenkins of Mal- 
den died in 1714 and left a widow 
Mary and 8 children, Lemuel, Ezekiel 
and Nathaniel, sharing a large estate 
at that date, with 2 minors, Joseph 
and Sarah. This line furnish the Jen 
kins kin of Malden ‘and surrounding 
towns,. 4Nathaniel was a schoo) master 
and all are honored citizens: | “‘Theaphi- 
lus Jenkins died:.in Malden in youth 
anda Lydia married John Paul, whose 
line later are represented in Methuen 
and in Lawrence. — 

These are the only ones I found 
save *Obadiah Jenkins of Malden, head 
of the line in Wilmington. He ap- 
pears to have married a widow of 
Joseph Lewis who had two children, 
Joseph and Sybilla; and from the fact 


that *Obadiah’s estate includes “grand- 
father. Doolittle’s property, and the 
Lewis children and grandchildren share 
with the Jenkins tribe of Mary, the es- 
tates of 2Obadiah, I have concluded 
that she was a Mary Doolittle origin- 
ally. *Obadlah had so many girls that 
he hawa large collateral following in 
our neighboring towns of Malden and 
Wilmington. *Obadiah died without 
issue and so 8Joel finally inherited all 
the estates of this line, as his heir 4Jo- 
seph of Wilmington bought all the 
other heirs up and through his trans- 
fers [hope to be able to find some 
trace of the old homesteads of Mal: 
den. SMary married Zechariah 
Howard and her half. sister Sybilla 
Lewis married Samuel Howard. *Anne 
wife of Benjamin Teal, *Lydia, wife of 
Noah Upham and ‘Sarah Taylor with 
Joseph Lewis are all included among 
the heirs of the brother *Obadiah Jen- 
kins, whose estate was divided in 
1767. Joel and a wife Mary appear 
on Wilmington records first in 1725, 
with the birth of the youngest 
child 4Joseph and. probably lived on 
the Reading side of that town. Family 
tradition gives the name of Joel with a 
wife Ann, to the man who first came to 
Andover and bought the original Jen- 
kins place here, but the . records show 
only 8Joel and wife Mary in Wilming- 
ton, when he died in 1754 with 3 sons 
and 5 daughters. The widow was 
Mary and she was asked by the chil- 
dren to administer on estate. She did 
not like to undertake such a responsi- 
bility and the experience — of 
brother ®@Obadiah’s widow shows that 
she was: wise; so finally Cadwallader 


Ford of Wilmington, the husband 
of 4Mary Jenkins “takes up the 


burden.” ~The inventory of sJoel was 
made on Feb, 22, 1754, while Washing- 


ton was a militia man, and had not 
spoiled the day for business pur- 
poses, Obadiah lived’ in Groton, 


4Samuel had come to Andover as early 
as 1745, leaving 4Joseph on the home 
farm in Wilmington. ‘Sarah, wife of 
Ebenezer Temple of Tewksbury, Re- 
becca, wife of William Jones, resident 
awhile in Andover, a spinster, ‘Hephzi- 
bah fate yet unknown, and Lydia, wife 
of Ezra Carter, of a line allied exten- 
sively with Jenkins later, all belong to 
the estate of &Joel—whose life in Wil- 
mington is yet unknown in any detail. 
He has plenty of horses, and all sorts 
of tools, showing an all round business. 
Shingles and nails im stock, and brass 
kettles and a drum are on the long 
personal lists, 79 acres of land on Read- 
ing border and. 477£ valuation with 
187£ in the house, and a lot of bonds 
held by the widow show great thrift. 
So far I find no poverty along these 
lines but all comfortable and well fed 
people from the start. The receipts 
of the heirs of 8Joel are left out, as the 
papers in Middlesex Court are not com- 
plete, but in an unexpected fashion I 
got the whole  group—without help 
from records, which are very deficient. 
In 1762, °Obadiah followed his brother 
to rest, and left a will, giving his estate 
to his childless widow Mary, for life, 
with Dr. Simeon Tufts of Medford to 
look out for her. After her death the 
real and personal estate was to go to 
the heirs of his brother Joel and.his 
sister’s Children. He gave the minis. 
ter and: the cousins of Malden, be- 
quests and something to a kind neigh. 
bor Richard) Shute, asking him to as- 
sist Dr. Tufts as executor. He was the 
last of his generation; all were dead 
and he could not trust the youngsters 
to help out. The heirs immediately 
insist on an appraisal and list of bonds, 

Dr. Tufts comes out with a very 
snappy letter, stating that the widow 
owns nothing but her clothes and that 
she will be rather poorly off if she can- 
not dispose of some personal property, 
She has only 300£ in the house and is 
very careful in management and he 
knows Obadiah meant she should sell 
personals if necessary in old age. The 
estate would not be appraised unless 
the heirs would promise to make up to 
her any loss, etc. So 4Joseph of Wil- 
mington and *Samuel of Andover sign 
an obligation that they will deal fair 
and things go on smoothly. She only 
lived 5-years and then made a will and 
left: money aid clothing to Richard 
Shute who was also a kind neighbor to 
her, also bequests to her own kinsmen, 
and all the house stuff. When the 
court settles in 1768, Richard Shute 
brings in very large charges for his 
kindness. They pay Dr. Tufts hand- 
somely but cut down Richard and it is 
evident that the %Joel Jenkins heirs 
knew which man was the just trustee. 
On the back of the administration, 
some worthy person had written out 
all the children and

Mr. Jenkins Defeated for County Treas. 
urer. Bishop and Sanborn Successful. 


At the Republidan convention for Es- 
sex county, held at Salem Thursday, Ed-

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WORK OF TRAMPS, 


Breaks at the Freight Depots in Andover 
and Ballardvale Laid to Their Agency. 


Boston & Maine railroad officials dis- 
covered on Monday morning that the 
freight office at Andover and the station 
at Ballardvale were broken into Sunday 
night. 

Ballardvale was the first place tackled 
evidently, as the thieves dropped a tooth 
brush at the freight depot here, taken 
from a rifled trunk there.

THE ANDOVER TOWNSMAN, 
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Communication. 


To the Editor of the Townsman: 

In your last issue, the chief of the 
Fire Department. announced that in 
| case the usual alarm was rung at cer- 
tain boxes in the town, it would not re- 
ceive an immediate response from the 
department. 

The conditions which have made this 
[courts seem necessary to him are cer- 

tainly’ most aggravating, and the 
property owners in those districts are 
unanimous in their condemnation of 
such acts of lawlessness. 

But the feeling is universal among 
them, as far as I have been able tolearn, 
that the present measure is neither 
just, effectual, nor wise. It is not just 
because the punishment does not fall 
upon the real offenders but upon inno 
| cent parties. In case of fire the time 
| lost in giving this second alarm would 
greatly lessen the probabilities of saving 
the building in the nearer districts, and 
virtually take away all possibility in the 
more remoie¢ parts like Salem or Porter 
streets. 

It is not effectual, because it does not 
, cover the whole ground. If anyone 
wished to pursue this childish and law- 
less amusement, what a simple and easy 
thing it would be for him to go to the 
boxes which are not under the ban. 
If lam not mistaken it was done last 
| spring at the box on Bartlet street op- 
posite the school houses. ~I- suppose-it 
must have been merely by oversight 
that Box 42 in which the alarm was 
rung last week was not included on the 
list. 

Aud it is not wise, because as I am 
told, in case of any loss occurring to 
property owners in those districts by 
failure on the part of the department to 
givé immediate response, the town may 
be sued by them or by their insurance 
companies, and damages recovered. 

The situation is a perplexing one all 
admit, but the feeling is strong and 
general that this is not the best way to 
meet it. 

Can not some other one be devised? 
Two methods suggest themselves to me. 
Set watchers upon the boxes, who would 
either protect them, or detect’ the offen- 
der, and then make an example of him 
by inflicting the utmost penalty of the 
law upon him. The other would be to 
change the boxes so they can only be 
opened by keys, placing a key in every 
house. 

It would be far wiser in the town to 
spend the money necessary for some 
such’ measures than to run the risk of 
the possible heavy damages which may 
be brought against them and which even 
then could never make up to the individ- 
uals for the Joss of their homes.

LAND REGISTRATION LAW. 


At the recently held registrar of 
deeds convention, the nominee, Regis- 
ter Sanborn in his speech of accept- 
ance, gave a very interesting disserta- 
tion on the Land Registration Law. He 
said: 

“The Land Registration Act was en- 
acted in 1898, and has been in operation 
a little over one year. It first establishes 
a court of registration and provides for 
the appointment of one judge and one 
assistant judge, a clerk called a record- 
er, and makes the registers of deeds of 
the several counties and districts by 
virtue of their office, assistant. record- 
ers of the court. 

“As a first proceeding, the person de- 
siring to have his -title registered, 
.files a petition in the registration court 
setting forth a full description of the 
land to be registered, the names of the 
abuttors, and all other persons having 
any interest in the land or claiming an 
interest. Notice is given to all parties 
by personal service of the notice and 
publication in some newspaper, after 


the manner of 4 probate citation. Any | 


one interested against the registration 
may appear and oppose it, and a trial 
hadupon the merits. If no one appears, 
the petitioner must prove his title 
clearly and conclusively. On filing his 
petition he must pay the courts $35 to 
cover costs of examining the title, se- 
curing service of the notices, ete., and 
1-10 of one percent of the assessed value 
of the-real_estate, on the basis of the 
last assessment for municipal purposes, 
as an assurance fund. 

“On satisfactory proof that the peti- 
tioner owns the land in fee, the Court 
issues a decree placing the land in 
question under the provisions of the 
Land Reg. Act, and a certified copy Js 
forwarded ‘by the recorder to the Regis- 
trar of Deeds, as assistant recorder in 
the county or district where the lands 
lie. 

‘Now the duties of the assistant re- 
corder begin. He must examine the rac- 
ords to see if anything has transpired, 
affecting the title, since’ proceedings 
were commenced. If any, he must hold 
the decree and notify the court. If not, 
the decree is registered and the regis- 
trar must make ‘out a certificate des- 
eribing the property and embracing a 
copy of the decree. This is placed in a 
folio, and when sufficient original cer- 
tificates have accumulated, they are 
bound into a volume, like the other 
records of the office. At the same ti:ne 
a duplicate certificate is issued to tne 
owner, and is entitled, ‘Owners’ Dupli- 
cate Certificate.” 

“Tf there are any incumbrances on 
the land registered, a description of 
same is noted on the original certificate,” 
and on the owners’ certificate as weil. 
Should the owner desire to. sell: he 
makes a deed in the usual form and de- 
livers it with his owner’s original to 
the purchaser. The two presented to the 
assistant recorder or register of deedJa, 
is sufficient authority for him to canacl 
both the original certificates, and issue 
a new certificate for office record and 
an Owners’ Duplicate to the purchaser. 
The Court having estab'ished the validi- 
ty of the title there is no need of a 
search. If for any reason not tinctured 
by fraud or fault of the petitioner the 
title prove defective, and the purchaser 
suffer thereby, the insurance fund is 
provided to reimburse him. The syst?m 
is a good one in my opinion, and many 
people having title resting upon tax 
sale, have taken advantage of the 
act. to make their titles sure, especially 
so if the same have been greatly en- 
hanced in value by buildings erected 
on the land, or If it is proposed to build 
thereon in the near future. It does not 
in any way interfere with the old sys- 
tem, but land title having once been 
placed under this system, must remain 
so. Much responsibility rests upon the 
register, as he is responsible to see that 
the proceedings in his office are in con- 
formity with the law, and if he and the 
parties cannot agree, the register must 
refer the matter to the court, as as- 
sistant recorder, who must give a bond 
| to the Commonwealth.”

The only 
criticism that can be passed upon the 
entertainment was that it was at t'mes 
a little difficult to catch al that was 
said.

This fault, whether of the speaker 01 
the conditions, was offset by Mr. How- 
ell’s ability as an impersonator, which 
was in all respects all that could ke de- 
sired. His person is adapted ‘to the roe 
of the person he sought to imitate and 
he could assume a_ facial express on 
which one might think be!onged ex: 
clusively to David Harum. His con- 
ception of that person, while it might 
not coincide with the ideals of all, was 
at least natural and interesting. He 
has made a special study of his subject, 
and gave proof of his diligence as well 
as ability. ‘His first reading was the 
passage in which David relates to Mis. 
‘Bixby how he sold a balky horse to the 
deacon Perkins. Here David is in his 
element, as he is talking horse, and Mr. 
Howells was apparently in his e‘ement 
too for his impersonation of the re- 
nowned David was inimitable. He kept 
the audience in laughter throughout. 
The second selection was of a slightly 
different character, giving 'the passage 
in which David cancels the mortgage 
on the estate of the Widow Collum. 
Here ‘David’s: tender heart within a 
rough exterior was shown. The third 
selection was the passage in wh'ch 
David is sitting at the Christmas din- 
ner relating the experience of himself 
and Mrs. Bixby at a theatre. The last 
reading was by no means the least, as 
it referred to David's visit at Newport. 
Mr. Howell showed the characteristics 
of the man to perfection in this reading 
and kept the audience in continuous 
laughter. At the close of the _ enter- 
tainment he was heartily applauded. 
During the evening piano duetts were 
rendered by ‘Miss Fannie Bailey and 
Mrs. R. F. ‘McCrillis, and vocal selec- 
tions were rendered by Willis Hutchins, 
which were heertily applauded.
